the men's legs. 
The number of rest camps—the 


name that has come to be applied to 
what really are concentration camps 
—has been increased, and 
British 


traffic men are finding themselves 
heavily taxed to maintain uninter- 
rupted the shuttle of shipping be- 
tween England and France. The Brit- 
ish are doing that part of the work 
and American officers have been high 
in their praise of the efficiency dis- 
played. 
Americans are in command of the 


men when they land and are respon- 
sible for them in

ing to the piers where ships are 
waiting to carry them to France, 
but the transportation both across 
the country and overseas is in the 
hands of-men who have foeen moving 
the British millions since 1914.

Here they are gradually robbed of all 
their possessions. At the beginning 
all their gold Is confiscated; later 
even the attresses upon their beds 


are commandeered" and sent off into 
the heart of Germany where It will 
be no one's business to -guard their 
virtue. At last the mother is left with 
only her youngest child. Of her sons 
who are fighting with the French 
armies she as no knowledge wether 
they are living or dead. Then one day 
it is decided br her captors that they 
nave no further use for her.

Lines 
in 


France, July 12.—-Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—The task of 
concentrating divisions for a mod- 
ern battle on the western front is 
by no means an easy one, for it is 
naturally the enemy's chief concern 
to prevent such a movement from 
being successfully and easily accom- 
plished. 


Rapid concentrations are essential 


or else the all-important element of 
surprise is lost, and rapidity depends 
largely upon the skillful use of rail- 
ways already overburdened with the 
normal demands o fthe troops in the 
assault area. For this reason the en- 
emy's long-range fire, as well as a 
considerable proportion of his bomb- 
Ing airplanes, are concentrated upon 
the railroads in the back areas. 


Under normal conditions, the or- 


dinarv straight railway line is not 
particularly vulnerable.

narrow It is a difficult target to hit. 
The curves of a railroad are, how- 
ever, much more important. The de^ 
struction of a section of rail on a 
curve means more trouble than the 
destruction of half a dozen sections 
on the straight.

For thirteen 
years void Eagle Eye" had an aver- 
age of better than .300, a 
record 


equalled only by a few. He was one 
of the first left handed batsmen, a 
quaint character, noted in" baseball 
for his ordiginal Missouri humor, 
and a "card" -both on and off the 
field. 


Beckley was no -parlor player, but 


a believer in the old school gae. He 
was quick to take advantage when 
the umpire wasn't looking and never 
stopped batting from the first in- 
ning until the last. 


"Eagle -Eye" was regarded as a na- 


tural hitter. Bunting was a trick he 
became thoroughly proficient in and 
unlike other batters, Beckley turn- 
ed his bat handle out. The fact that 
he was a left hand batter aided him 
in -beating out many a hit of this 
kind. As a coacher, .too, he was cred- 
ited with originating some of 
the 
fighting phrases still used on the side 
lines. "Be alive" and "Heads up" 
were two of his familiar expressions. 


Beckley was born in 
Hannibal, 


Mo., in 1867 and played on various 
amateur teams before his ability 
won him his first professional base- 
ball job with Leavenworth, Kan., in 
1886. At the start of the season of 
18S7 Lincoln, Neb., bought his ser- 
vices and at the end of that season 
he went to Stockton, Calif., in the 
Coast League.

team obtained his in 1888. -but in 
June of that year he was 'bought by 
the Pittsburgh.

He mixed with amateurs and semi- 
pros, umplrln-g and occasionally tak- 
ing hand in a game and at the close 
of the season last fall went to Chic- 
ago to see the world's series and Tie- 
it with' old friends in the major lea- 
gues.

In a state of nervous tension, the cas- 
ualties are heavy,

work involved by the ever-increasing 
difficulties leads to the concentra- 
tion being, continuously delayed and 
hung up. Divisions suffer and lose 
their fighting value without ever be- 
ing launched against the enemy. 


All these things together conspire 


to make the German concentrations- 
difficult of accomplishment and more 
and more dependent upon the weath- 
er, .which alone can suspend 
the 


British and French aerial activity 
and hamper observation..Every day's 
delay In preventing a German con- 
centration is.of the utmost value to 
the Allies, who can prepare and 
strengthen positions, bring up re-In- 
f orcements, construct roads and light 
railways, and generally make valu- 
able use of the tlmie thus "gained. 


When the delay occurs between the 


phases of a big battle It Is'even more 
important; for experience goes to 
sho wthat an arrested offensive that 
fails to attain Its objects is little 
better than a real defeat.

done in the past. 


The improvements provided under 
the, state-wide plan, range 
from 


some graded dirt roads, in the north- 
western part of the state, to a $35,- 
000 concrete bridge in Tulsa county 
Other large .projects include $45,- 
000 of gravel road 
in 
Muskogee 


county and $50,000 ofs gravel and 
concrete roads in Oklahoma county. 


"In some counties, we have found" 


said Mr. Cunningham, "that the com- 
missioners have been paying the 
greater amount of attention to build- 
ing of bridges. In such counties the 
state-aid Is going primarily for road 
improvements. In other counties the 
roads have been Improved and there 
we are giving our assistance to the 
bridges. 


"We have found that, under the 


old system of 
road improvement, 


where each county had a limited fund 
each year, that some large projects, 
like a rock hill, or a bad piece of riv- 
er bottom has been neglected. These 
are the projects we are taking hold 
of. 


"After the state has aided in the 


Improvement of a roaa, or the con- 
struction of a -bridge, the county is 
obliged to keep it In repair, out of 
the county road maintenance fund 
which comes from the state auto- 
mobile licenses. If the roads are not 
kept up to the satisfaction of the 
state highway department, further 
maintenance funds must 
be with- 
held."
